Boredom is the greatest prob-

In 1947, local mer-~- 
chanta and businessmen 
in Victorville formed a 
“pesgert Fair Associ- 
ation’’ which held a fair 
in tents pitched beside 
the Santa Fe Railroad de- 
pot in downtown Victor: 
ville, 

“Oren Robertson was 
the 4-H Club leader for 
Apple Valley and Victor~ 
ville at that time,’’ re- 
called Robert Angel, cur- 
rent President of the 
Fair, ‘“‘Oren was A 
leader among many citl- 
zene who felt a perma- 
nent Fair would benefit 
the County, and par- 
ticularly our young peo~ 
ple who display their 4-H 
and FFA projects, But 
Oren didn’t realize he was 
getting into a full time 
career,’ Angel com- 
mented, 


In 1948, the 28th Av i+ 
cultural District .#80~ 
ciation, which was eli- 
gible for state financial 
aid, took on its sponsor- 
ship of the Fair, Oren 


Robertson was named 
Fair Manager the same 
year, 

Victorville Lies near 
the geographic center of 
San Bernardino County, 
though not in the center 
of population, Nearly 90% 
of the County’ population 


lives in only 89 of the 
County’s area, The Fair 
at Victorville soon be- 


came known ae the “‘lar- 
geat county’’ fair in the 
world, 

In 1949, the first 
acreage in the present 
Fairgrounds was &ac- 
quired, @ 40 acre plo 
south of the ciry. A 
shert time later, the lo~ 
cal Chamber of Come- 
merce added another 40 
acres, Today the Fakr- 
grounds consist of 87 
acres, including JV acres 
of parking able to 
accomodate up to 3,200 
cars at one time, 

rhe Fair continued 
to be held in tents until 
19$2 when the first ex~ 
hibit building was erect~ 
ed, During the past 19 
years more buildings 
were added, until today 
there are 38 permanent 
structures on the Fafr- 
grounds, 

rhe grandstand, site of 
the WCA Rodeo on August 
28th & 29th, was built 
in 1957, The grand- 
stands seat 1,500 per- 
sons, The arena was de~ 
veloped by the Victor- 
ville Elka Lodge with 
volunteer labor, 

this year, over 80,000 
people from thr oughout 
Southern California are 
expected to ‘‘follow the 
Fair Road,’” to Victor-

Solar energy

The California Division 
of Forestry radio com- 
munication system has 
once more made a giant 
step forward with its use 
of a solar generator, 

The solar generator, 
one of the first in this 
area, enables a remote 
mobile radio relay sys-

One of the ways we plan to supply 
more power is by eénstructing 
additional nuclear power units at the 
San Onofre Nuclear Generating 
Station near San Clemente. 


In addition, the California State 
Department of Fish and Game made 
its own study of the same marine 
area in 1969. The Department 
concluded that the nuclear unit’s 
operation did not appear to have had 
an adverse effect on the near-shore 
marine environment. 


But some people oppose construction 
of these units. One of their concerns 
is radiation. Actually, natural 
background radiation is everywhere 
and always has been. It comes from 
the food vou eat, the air you breathe, 
the materials used to build your 
home. 


Will we be in the 
dark after 1976? 


Based on these and other facts, we 
believe nuclear plants are a safe and 
sensible way to generate electricity. 
Clean, too. Since there’s no 
combustion in a nuclear reactor, 

no by-products of combustion are 
released into the atmosphere. 


The San Onofre nuelear plant is 

a source of some radiation, too, The 
question is, how much? The answer:

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The California Highway 
Patrol, whose basic mis- 
sion is to enforce traffic 
laws, made 11,103 felony 
arrests in 1969, many of 
which involved hardened 
criminals, some of whom 
used gunfire in trying to 
evade capture, 

Like all law enforce - 
ment officers, California 
Highway Patrolmen are 
prepared for contact with 
criminals at any time, 
Traffic officers are 
trained to expect the 
worst, even though only a 
small percentage of the 
violators are criminals, 

Sometimes an officer 
has advance knowledge of 
the situation he faces, as 
did Officer Lee Enos pri- 
or toapprehending a mur- 
der suspect. 

Soon after learning 
from the Antioch police 
the description of a pick- 
up truck being driven by 
a murder suspect, Enos 
spotted the vehicle carry- 
ing two men, It was 
nighttime and Enos, who 
had already radioed for 
help, decided to stop the 
vehicle while it was still 
on a well- ~lighted street, 
The vehicle's occupants 
offered no resistance, and 
The arrest was success~- 
ful, thanks to Enos’ skill 
Tn evaluating and con- 
trolling the situation, 

Sometimes, however, 
the arresting officer has 
no warning of the hazard- 
ous confrontation, Such 
was the case when Offi- 
cers Warren Loftus and 
Patrick Harrington were 
patrolling in the Newhall 
Area shortly after mid- 
night. 

The action started when 
the officers moved to stop 
a station wagon driving 
over the centerline and 
following another vehicle 
too closely, A man and 
woman were in the car, 

As both officers alight- 
ed from their vehicle, the 
stopped driver hurriedly 
stepped onto the roadway,' 
swung toward the officers 
with a gun in his hand, and 
fired a shot at Harrington,

A year-long study by 
three scientists from Na- 


tional Aeronautics and 
Space Administration’s 
Jet Propulsion Labora- 


tory in Pasadena suggest 
that chances are greater 
than previously believed 
that a primitive form of 
life on Mars does exist. 
The scientists named 
formaldehyde, acetalde- 
hyde and glycolic acid 
as compounds likely to be 
formed on the Martian 
surface, These three 
substances were pro- 
duced by the JPL resear- 
chers in ultraviolet radi- 
ation tests under simu- 
lated Martian conditions, 
and are the same organic 
compounds believed to 
have been precursors to 
biological molecules on 
the primitive Earth. 
*‘Our findings make Mars 
more interesting for bi- 
ologists,’® says Dr. Nor- 
man H, Horowitz, co-in- 
vestigator of the tests. 
A new kind of under- 
water camera system, 
developed for taking still 
pictures of algae on the 
bottom of Lake Erie, is 
capable of automatically 
clicking off one frame 
an hour for more than 
10 days unattended, The 
camera was developed by 
NASA’s Lewis Research 
Center, Cleveland on the 
request of the Water 
Quality Office, Lake Erie 
Basin of the Environmen- 
tal Protective Agency.
